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THE FLY-WHEEL EXPLODED. 


A Wreck at the Union Depot Power- House 
—Some Narrow Escape. 


A fiy-wheel in the power - house of the Union 
Depot Railway, corner of Missourland Geyer 
avenues, exploded shurtly after 6 o’clock last 
night. Fortunately no one, was injured, 
although several men employed in 
the building, who were standing near by; 
had narrow escapes. Two windows facing 
the wheeland a large portion of the brick 
wall between them were completely demol: 
ished. The wheel fs situated in the extreme 
northwestern part of tbe power house 

and is what is known as a ulley 
fly - wheel, It really consists of two wheels,; 

working on the same axis and driven by the 
— belt, each of which measures about 912 
feet in d ameter by about 242 feet in width, 
These project below the main floor of the 
buiidingand the belt, as it turns back 
to the main § fly- wheel runs under 
the floor. When the wheel exploded the belt 
was torn toshreds, and as the tension was 
relaxed it flew up, splintering the beavy 
boards which form the floor. The whee! 
itself was smashed into comparatively small 
pieces, which flew in all directions, A 
heavy iron bar standing directly in front 
of the wheel was twisted and broken 
and the thick brick wall and windows front- 
ing on Geyer avenue were completely de- 
molished. Some of the pleces were thrown 
as far as the opposite side of the street, 
Knocking down a board fence. There were 
no pedestrians on the street atthe time, 
though a crowded street car belonging to the 
line had passed but a few seconds 
before, and was not more than twenty yards 
beyond the point at which the accident oc- 
curred. The head engineer andtwoof his 
assistants were standing near the side of the 
wheel and jumped back barely in time to 
escape being strack by the flying sections. 

At the time of the explosion the engines 
were being run at a high rate of speed to ac- 
commodate the exceptionally heavy traffic 
at that hour. The small dynamo, wich 
as a rule remains idle during the 
day, and is used to furnish the power for the 
night cars, Was immediately started up, and 
alter a delay of about twenty minutes, trar- 
ficon the line was resumed. 80 far as 
could be ascertained from a cursory examin- 
ation ofthe broken piece of wheel, no flaw 
could be found, and the direct cause of its 
explosion is a mystery.

Real Estate Deals as the Cause. 


St. CHARLES, Mo., Jan. l4.—John N. 
Mittelberger, Treasurer of St. Charles 
County, makes a confession in the Evening 
Banner of to-day that he is short in his ac- 
counts with the county. .He states that the 
trouble was caused by his attempts 
to boom St. Charles real estate. 
The shortage amounts to about 
$16,000, according to Mr. Mittelberger’s con- 
fession. Mr. Mi.telberger has deen a promi- 
nent merchantand real estate man in St.

It is inthis 
deal that Mr. Mittelberger was swamped, 
According to his statement he has known it 
for about three months, but has exvected to 
tide over the trouble. Mr. Mittelberger’s 
bondsmen will be but slightly inconvenienced 
by the trouble, since he himself is worth 
about $18,000.

Dispatches from Saar Louis and Saar 
Brucken show that among the 30,000 men of 
the Saar basin. mines some twenty-five secret 
societies have been organized under anarch- 
istic programmes for the immediate purpose 
of organizing a strike to take place as soon 
as warmer weather comes. At present the 
men are literally frozen out as the intensity 
of the cold rendered it necessary for them to 
earn money for fuel or allowtheir families to 
perish. Before the break in the ranks of the 
strikers early in the week most of the 
miners’ families were already burning their 
furniture and the thatch from the roofs of 
their huts. 

In Westphalia, where the numerous col- 
lisions between strikers and local authorities 
have taken piace within the past week, and 
in the coal districts of the Northern Rhine 
country, the same tactics are pursued by the 
Anarchists and Social Democrats who are 
preparing to bring out the 90,000 coal miners 
ofthe region contemporaneously with the 
strike of the Saar men next spring. 

Emissaries have been sent out already from 
Saar Louis, Bochum, Dortmund and Essen to 
sow the propaganda of discontent among the 
40,000 Silesian miners and the 25,000 Saxon 
miners as well as among the miners of the 
coal producing districts so that when the 
word shall be given all the 250,000 miners of 
the Empire may make their protests unani- 
mously. 

That such agitation asthe Anarchists are 
conducting with a view to this great strike Is 
converting the masses, is shown bythe fre- 
quept use of dynamite.and powder bombs 
this week. Theexplosionat Gelsenkirchon, 
for instance, shows the impatience of many 
new converts among the miners for the 
bringing of open conflict. The comparative 
ease with which the Saar strike was brought 
to a failure, however, has rendered the agi- 
tators somewhat more wary than formerly 
and they are counseling delay and, there- 
fore, until such an enormous number ‘of men 
can be called out that the whole iron industry 
of Germany will de paralyzed and the rail. 
ways of the countty will bein serious dan- 
ger, us in 1889-90, of not having coal enough 
to feed their locomotives. 

The first mentioned difficulty would close, 
partially, at least, the gigantic iron works of 
Baron Krupp and ‘‘King’’ Stumm, the most 
hated by the Socialists and Anarchists of all 
the private individuals in Germany. 

The second would cripple the Government 
by fmterfering with the operation of all the 
strategic railways on which Germany de- 
pends ior the transportation of her troops to 
the kastern and Western frontier in case of 
war, 

So serious is this danger that in Govern- 
ment circles the subject of placing all miners 
in Government mines under military law is 
already discussed. Should such a course be 
taken the miners would be treated as mutin- 
eers in case they tried to quit work and all 
would be kept at work, if necessary at the 
point of the bayonet.

NOT A REVOLUTION, 


TRUTH ABOUT THE TROUBLES IN THE XORTH-

City oF MExXIco, Jan. 14.—The American 
press is teeming with stirring accounts of 
revolution on the northern frontier and ofa 
terrible uprising ofthe Yaqui Indlans in the 
frontier States of Chihuahua and Sonora. The 
Yaquis are only in the State of Sonora and 
too far fromthe line of Chihuahua ever to 
reach there. They number all told about’ 
8,800 counting men, women and children— 
not 25,000 warriors, as the press agencies in 
the United States gave out. They have been 
in a state of hostility many years. Some 
fiVe years ago the Mexican Government 
began to look atthe question seriously and 
on several occasions, when they have been 
pursued and attacked, they have defended 
themselves, and in these fights some have 
been Killed, but in three years the number of 
dead has not exceeded forty-three. The 
Yaquis are by no means cowards. 
On the contrary they are courageous and 
will fight bravely when attacked, They are 
armed with the best rifles obtainable in the 
United States, which is a cause of complaint 
by this government against Uncle Sam, 
though no claim has ever been 
presented. As a rule the Yaguis are 
farmers and very good ones. They produce. 
excellent corn, wheat. and oranges, which 
find a ready sale in Sonora and Arizona,

Additional Post-Offica Facilities to Be

The New York Divine 00 ths Objects 
of Hi» Recent Crusade Against Places 
of Prostitution—Not Trying. to Stamp 
Them Out~He is at War With Offi- 
cial Cor: uption. 


New York, Jan. 4.—A very strong and 
frank English opinion is printed below of the 
system of fighting the social evil by the 
wholesale expulsion of the inmates of the dis- 
orderly houses. That system, it is generally 
believed, hasbeen promoted in thiscity by 
the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst’scrusade. Dr. Park- 
hurst himself sgys that the object of it was 
not to drive out the inmates 
but to prove the collusion of 
officials and criminals. The English opinſon 
is that of the Secretary of the White Cross 
League of the Church of kngland, than whom 
no one with more experience of this subject 
could be found. Lieut,-Col. Herbert Everitt, 
Secretary of the White Cross League of the 
Church of England, under date of Dec. 23, 
from No. 7 Deans Yard, Westminster Abbey, 
5. W., writes to an American corres pondent 
who has taken a very active part in these 
matters in this country as follows: 

Jhave during the past week been to Aldershot on 
purpose to institute inquiries into the conditien of 
the town and camp. The Vigilauce Committee, 
with the best possible intention, made a raid some 
time ago ou slitbhe brothels at once. I can confess 
that atthe time 1 thought 
excellent 
they had 
for the unfortupates 
houseless. Well, the consequences of the raid 
have been decidedly bad. There ts more prostitu- 
tion than ever, the whole town has been vitiated by 
the corruption spread overitby the disturbance. 
The open streets and» public (and private) gar- 
dens, etc., have me brothels. Many domestic 
servants and others have been dragged down by the 
associates scattered among them, and no commensu- 
rate good seoms to have been attained. Even the 
houses which were cleared out have reverted to 
their provious condition 

l’lease distinguish between this and the good work 
that tho same vigilance committee have done else- 
wiiere, under other conditions. It is not posstble to 
harass the brothel, brothel owner bawd or bully foo 
much. ‘The more difficult, unprofitable and troable- 
some the pe in prostitution can be made, the less 
there will be of it. No mercy for these devils incar- 
nate, but forthe unhappy victims oftheir trade, 
— for them, though uo toleration for their busi- 


ness 

I think the imsurance patrol or salvage corps 
should always atteud h the fire engines. phn d 
save your goods beth from fire and water, so with 
our vigilance committee. The one to which I be- 
longed at Kensington always acted on that plan. 
There was a body of ladies ready and waiting 15 try 
t got every disturbed prostitute into a home when 
woattacked the keeper and owner and closed the 
brothel. Then we watched where the keeper went, aud 
hustied her again and ayain, till she could perhaps 
Kat po house for her purpose. With this vigilance 
work our White Cross Lea ue is not so much con- 
rou seom to be in New York.

Rev. G. G. Hepburn ofthis city, to whom 
the above letter was addressed, adds the fol- 
lowing comments: 

To the above I would add in my own be- 
halfthat itis very evident Dr. Parkhurst’s 
methods at regarded with more and more 
Cistavoran |are condemned as decidedly of 
questionable propriety, if indeed they are to 
be excused on any ground. The very char- 
acter of the persons he is able to employ, 
whether for pay or gratultously to do such 
unspeakably filthy work, has been made only 
too apparent by the revelations or dis- 
closures which, in their respective cases, 
have been set before the public mind to the 
disgust of the decent people.’ 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter called Dr. Park 
harst’s atiention to the above letter. Dr. 
Parkhurst read it carefully and Said: ‘‘Itis 
surprising that at this late day the matter of 
my methods should come under discussion 
as ifthe object that 1 had in view was the 
breaking up of these houses of evil resort, for 
that has been simply anincidentof the whole 
business. Lam not engaged in trying to blot 
out the soclal evil. My thought is not upon 
the matter. But when I commenced my work 
I had reason to believe and there has not 
a day transpired since then without 
my reasons being strengthened, I had 
reason to believe that there was a perfect 
understanding between some of our offictals 
andthe Madams of those houses and that 
there existed pecuniary relations between 
them, Now it is simply with reference to 
that relation of things that our crusade 
is maintained, and not at all, at present at 
any rate, with reference tothe existence of 
the socialevil. ‘‘While I was in London I 
was not able inany instanceto find upon 
consulting those who were best 
quaiifed to judge that there existed 
any such complicity between the 
official classes there and either the gamblers 
or the keepers the brotheis as exists here. 
I made that a sabject of constant inquiry in 
every English city that I visited where I 
studied up these questions, and I could not 
discover the traces of any such relation of 
things. Now, it is that relation of things we 
are fighting ‘against, not ‘the social evil, 
nor the gambling evil, or viola- 
tion of the excise “law. There- 
fore, this communication does not apply. 
It does not touch the quick of the case. 
What I have stated has been already brought 
out perfectly distinctly in my discussion with 
Byrnes. In that discussion Supt. 
Byrnes makes the distinct announcement 
that he learns then and seemingly for the 
first time, that we were dealing, not with the 
criminals, but with the complicity between 
the officials and criminals. 


DESERTED IN GERMANY. 


A Wife Comes to Amer oa to Win Back 
Her Faithless Husband. 


New Tonk, Jan. 14.—Mrs. Anna Berken- 
busch,a young German woman, who has 
been in this country since Christmas, vainly 
endeavoring to win back the affections 
of her husband, sought aid at the 
German Immigrant Mlssion, 26 State street, 


this afternoon. She told a story which the 
authorities on Ellis Stand substantiate so far 
as her experience on this side of the water 
is concerned. Her husband was an army 
officer in Germany and was afterward in the 
Customs Departmentat Bremen. They had 
been married ten yeais when the husband 
made the acquaintance ofa young woman of 
18, Jessie Bechtel by name. She had money. 

The two made violent love toeach other and 
finally salled for America. 

Mrs. Berkenbusch followed with an 8-year- 
old daughter, when she had saved suf- 
ficient money to take a steerage passage, 
and reached Ellis Island Christmas Day. She 
told her story there, and Col. Weber, Com- 
missioner of Immigration, gave her a posi. 
tion as nurse in the Island Hospital while 
She was looking for ner husband. 
It was discovered that he and his 
Jessie bad lloed at first in Brooklyn, 
and had afterward located at 242 Kast 
Seventy-elguth street. Then the deserted 
wife took her little girl by the hand, and an 
Ellis Island attendant called at Mr. Berken- 
busch's new residence and induced him to 
accompany him tothe nearest elevated sta- 
tion, The family met, and the little girl was 
the only one of the trio who seemed to enjoy.

LEGAL SABBATARIANISX. 


In the local discussion of the World’s 
Fair Sunday-closing act the most elaborate 
argument in favor of it has been sub- 
mitted by the Rev. Dr. Stimson. In his 
support of the act he carefully avoids 
touching upon religious grounds, but 
bases his argument solely upon the pro- 
tection of the workingmen in the privilege 
of resting one day in seven. He urges that 
the only way of guarding this privilege is 
to preserve the traditional view of the 
Sabbath.’’ He quotes John Morley as as- 
serting that the failure of humanitarian 
forces to protect working people from the 
oppression of seven days’ work in the two 
great departments of modern life, the 
postal service and the railway system, had 
éonvinced him that there was no other way 
of doing it. 

We heartily approve of every legitimate 
means of securing to working people the 
enjoyment of rest from labor one day in 
seven, but we fail to see the logical force 
of Dr. Stimson’s point. His inference is 
that the only way topreserve the tradi- 
tional view of the Sabbath is through 
law, yet experience proves that law 
has been practically worthless for 
this purpose. there were any 
virtue in law to preserve this view of the 
Sabbath it should have been demonstrated, 
but stringent Sunday laws have failed to 
protect working people from Sunday work 
in the two great departments of modern 
‘life mentioned by Mr. Morley .or any 
other. The Sunday laws are dead 
letters in every State in the Union, 
except in so far as they are in ac- 
eord with public sentiment and popu- 
lar views and needs. As a maiter of 
fact every attempt to enforce a tra- 
ditional view of the Sabbath by law 
has brought the law into contempt 
and has been a positive injury to the 
eause of Sabbatarianism. The recent re- 
viral of an old Sunday law in Pittsburg 
brought with an enforced decision in its 
la vor from a Supreme Judge an apology 
and a warning thatan attempt to impose 
. | upon the conditions of modern life all the 
provisions of that law embodying ‘‘the tra- 
ditional-view of the Sabbath’? would bring 
it into ridicule and would result in its re- 
pealand the consequent loss of features 
whieh he regarded as beneficial. When a 
Judge on the Supreme bench of a State ad- 
vises the partial and discriminative en- 
forcement of a Sunday law in order to save 
its beneficial features, the attempt to pre- 
serve the traditional view of the Sabbath 
by law ves a knock-down blow.

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SUBWAY FRANCHISES 


The discussion of the subway and rail- 
road franchise question has uncovered a 
strong and growing sentiment in favor of 
reserving the profit of such public under- 
takings. There is now a bill before the 
Legislature providing for the sale of street 
railway privileges which is believed, by 


its advocates, to afford an adequate pro- 


tection to the city’s interests. The same 
plan can of course be adopted generally 
and applied to all undertakings of a simi- 
lar character. Subway privileges, tele- 
phones, gas and electric lighting fran- 
chises and street railway charters can be 
thus granted without obstructing public 
improvements by discouraging capital and 
at the same time without depriving the 
people of their right for the profit of 
monopoly. 

But the disastrous experience in New 
York shows that practical difficulties are 
in the way of the auction system“ 
which in that city proved insurmountable. 
The commission appointed to frame a 
scheme for carrying out the idea was not 
equal to the sftuation, and when the 
underground franchises were offered for 
sale there was no competition. Either 
there was collusion between investors or 
else the Manhattan monopoly controlled 
absolutely the whole situation. Whether 
or not. these difficulties would beset us 
here in St. Louis is uncertain, but the 
same tendency to concentration of capital 
and consolidation of interests exists and a 
similar fate might overtake us should we 
adopt the auction plan. Only a thorough 
discussion of the subject, in view of the 
local situation, will disclose the whole 
strength and weakness of the system. 

There is an attractive system, however, 
which seems to be free from these flaws. 
It has already beeg applied in principle by 
the city of Glasgow, Scotland, and was ad- 
vocated asasolution of the rapid transit 
problem in New York by Mayor Hewitt 
five yearsago. This, which was outlined 
by the Post-DIspaTcH last Monday, pro- 
vides that ‘‘the city is to issue bonds to 
an amount sufficient to fully cover the cost 
of constructicn and the contractors are to 
build the roads out ot the proceeds. As 
the city can borrow money at a rate of in- 
terest lower than can an individual, these 
bends would. draw, say 3 per cent inter- 
est. The contractor; for the privilege of 
operating the road, is to pay this, plus 2 
per cent, making in all 5 per Vent, or 
about wHat he would pay if borrowing on 
his own account. The money so received 
would pay the interest on the bonds and 
form a sinking fund to extinguish the debt 
at maturity, when the city would take 
possession of the roads. 

This seems to be peculiarly well adapted 
to solve the subway question. If the sub- 
way franchises are to be granted to every 
company asking them, even under the 
auction system, there will be endless con- 
fusion and controversy, the conclusion 
probably being that the comp@gpy first in 
the field will have a practical monopoly 
and be enabled to dictate terms to future 
applicants for underground privileges. If, 
however, the subways are built originally 
to accommodate all wire companies, con- 
fusion will be prevented and the city’s 
rights be more easily protected. Allof the 
values arising from the increase of popula- 
tion will be absolutely secured to the peo- 
ple without any violation of private rights 
or obstruction of the public interests, 
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THE advocates of the Sunday closing of 
the World’s Fair now pleading their case 
in Washington are not the most discreet 
people in the world. Passing over Elliott 
Shepard there is the Rev. Herrick John- 
son of Chicago who made an argument 
against the ‘‘desecration of the Sabbath“ 
last Friday. Answering the plea that the 
workingman demanded entry on Sunday 
he said they also demanded socialism and 
anarchism. ‘*‘We hanged a few of them 
in Chicago a few yearsago.’’ Probably the 
reverend gentleman does not know what 
anarchism and socialism are,but he believes 
them to be criminal and identifies work- 
ingmen with them as such. He suggested, 
too, that every workingman would prob- 
ably be given a half holiday during the six 
months of the Fair’s existence so that they 
could all see the show. This is generous 
and Christian-like but it will not satisfy 
the workingmen, who want to see the 
show several times, ance a week perhaps. 
Mr, Johnson’s speech is an unparalleled 
example of folly, ignorance and bigotry,

PHILADENPHIA, Pa., Jan. 14.—Prompted by 
information from ex- Secretary Baird that 
but for a disposition among Republican

Anything It Wanted 
To. 

There are a great many people who are oc- 
casionally accused of ‘‘talking through their 
hats,’’ but the crowd that assembled at 
West St. Louls Turner Hall last 
night did all their talking through 
their hands. The occasion was the 
twelfth annual ball of the St. Louis Deaf 


Mute Club, and a merrier lot of mortals are 
seldom seen on a ball- room floor. The fact 
that it was a deaf - mute ball would lead one 
to Delleve that the rustling of skirts and the 
shuffling of feet would be the only 
sounds to break the all pervading silence 
ofthe scene. Such, however, was not the 
case. Ihere was a full-stringed orchestra in 
attendance, and the figures of the square 
dances were called off in the same frolicsome 
hurrah style that characterizes the ordinary 
club ball. The floor manager appeared to be 
the only one in the hall pos- 
sessed of a voice, or at any 
rate he was the only one using it.

Senator Hoar’s Pertinent Sursestion— 
Sherman’s Explanation of the Finan- 
Gial Tranhsactious of the Company— 
The Amount the Government Will Be 
Asked to Furnish— Morgan of Alabama 
Champions the Project—Congreéssional 
Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14.—In the 
Senate to-day Mr. Walcott offered a com- 
munication instructing the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to inquire what sums 
have been expende i in and about the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal since the 
account of the expenditures heretofore 
rendered, Heremarked that testimony was 
taken by the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions which showed that up to that time 
about $3,000,000 had been expended, but it ts 
now proposed to give tothe company $6,000, - 
000 in bonds guaranteed by the Government 
and $12,000,000 of stock. Hedid not suppose 
that it would be seriously contended that 
any such expenditures. had been made by the 
company within the last two years and the 
purpose of his resolution was to ascertain 
what the actual expenditures had been, 

Mr. Sherman, Chalrmas ot the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, said that he had no ob- 
jection to the resolution. Two years ago, he 
said, the company had expended $3,000,000 
and had since then expended considerably 
more, but not as much as $6,000,000. But the 
amount actually expended was to be ascer- 
tained by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of State, and the maximum to 
be turned overto the company in guarantee 
bonds was not to exceed $6,000, 000. 

Mr. Hoarsaid that recent éxperlencss in 
another country, and the experiences in this 
country in relation to the transcontinental 
railroads, made it very important that the 
Committee on Foreign Relations should see 
to it thatin the construction ofthe Nicaragua 
Canal daylight should be constantly turned 
in on every transaction. It was a matter on 
which the good name of the country and the 
pure and upright expenditure of public mon- 
eys was concerned. 

The resolution was, at the suggestion of 
Mr. Morgan, iaid over until Monday. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Morgan instructing the Committee on Com- 
merce to inquire and ascertain the advant- 
ages, If any, that would accrue to the pro- 
ductions, industries, coastwise and foreign 
commerce, immigration and other interests 
of the United States by means of the addl- 
tional facilities of transportation and the re 
duction of cost thereof that would be effected 


by the Nicaragua Ship Canal, was taken up, 
and Mr. Morgan addressed the Senate upon 
it 


In the course of his argument Mr. Morgan 
said that logically the Government of Great 
Britain had just as much right as the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to charter the 
canal company and to take the control of it, 
which it was proposed that the United States 
should take. Nobody could deny that, and 
if Costa Kicaand Nicaragua were totender 
such an overture to Great Britain, or if the 
owners of the concession were to take it to 
the Parliament of Great Britain and make 
the offer which they made to Ocngress and if 
Great Britain should accept the offer the 
United States would have but one paltry plea 
—he would not call it paltry—one emasculated 
plea, and that was the worn and torn and 
dirty Monroe doctrine, which theiSenate of the 
United states had succeeded in kicking liter- 
ally into doll rags. 

Mr. Sherman asked Mr. Morgan to notice 
the objection made in some quarters that the 
owners of the $12,000,000 of ane stock wouid 
have an undue management inthe corpora- 
tion, 

Mr. Morgan replied that in the pending bill 
the power ofthe Government was reserved 
in control of the operations of the company. 
The Government was to hold $30,800,000 of the 
$100,000,000 of stock and would, therefore, 
have control so far as the direction of the 
company was concerned. 

Speaking of the provision for ten Govern- 
ment Directors out of fifteen, Mr. Morgan 
said that if the French Government had had 
Its oon directors in the Panama Canal Co. 
the robberies which had taken place ana 
which had disgraced and nearly destroyed 
the French Republic would not have been 
perpetrated and that mire of fraud and cor- 
ruption and villainy which was now shocking 
the sensibilities of that greatand noble peo- 
ple would have been avoided... At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Morgan’s speech the antl- op- 
tion bill came up asa special order, but (in 
antagonism toit) Mr. Wolcott moved to pro- 
ceed tothe consideration of the first bill in 
On that motion Mr. Washburn 
(Republican)demanded the yeas and naysand 
the result was yeas9, nays 8l—no quorum 
voting. The new senator from Louisiana, 
Mr. Caffery, gave his first vote on the motion 
in the affirmative. 

Mr. Wolcott then moved that the Senate 
adjourn and the motion was defeated: yeas 
7, nays 1, Mr. Caffery again voting aye.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Big Transfer of New Orleans Street Rail- 
way Property. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. l4.—President H. 
L. Littell of the New Electric Traction Co. 
formally took charge of the company’s prop- 
erty in the city yesterday. There was a 
pleasant meeting in the morning, during 
which President Justus A. Walker of the New 
Orleans City Lake Railroad Co. turned over thse 


affairs of the company to the purchasers 
represented by Mr. Littell. The property 
consisted of 66 miles of street railroad, 182 
cars, 867 mules, 7 dummy engine, 36 passen- 
ger coaches and other cars. Some $200,000 in 
cash and stocks were also included in the 
transfer, 

The Traction company has virtually been 
in President Littell’s charge since the Ist of 
January, but pending Mr. Littell’s arrivals, 
Col, Walker continued his supervision. Mr. 
Littell complimented Mr. Walker upon the 
excellent condition of the property, as well 
as the handsome financial showing made. 
The City Railroad has been in existence since 
June 6, 1860, and its history justified the con- 
fidence in the reward for enterprise tobe 
obtained in New Orleans, Col. Joseph A. 
Walker was elected President and 
has served the company well for 
twelve years. During his administra- 
tlon the West End has been much im- 
proved, the Prytania ond Magazine lines 
bave been extended and the property of the 
eompany bettered in every way. The debt 
has been paid off, a surplus of $200,000 secured 
and the stock finally sold to the Electric 
Traction Co. at $150 a share. In a few 
days the electric concern will form its 
plans and work will be begun without delay,

A POSTMASTER’S SHORTAGE. 


Bad State of Affairs Existinz in the Lin- 
coin Post-Cftice. 


LINCOLN, III., Jan. 14.—The development in 
the post-office robbery on the examination of 
the books, cash stamps and reports show 
that Postmaster Morris is $1,420 
in arrears to the Government. For 
a period of over ‘a year his 
methods of conducting business have been 
very loose, causing the Post-office Depart- 
ment to frequently remind him of submitting 
better, correct and more prompt returns, 
which reminders were not complied with. 


The report of 2 Laughlin shows that 
only $818 could have deen in the safe, 
if there was any money at all, Saturaay 
night, and the report also questions 
the presence of any stamps to any extent, as 
Morris claims.

SENATE AND GOVERNOR.

Both Pactious Firm~Two Democrats and 
one Tnird Party Man Vote With the 
— Executive Message 

o Be Read Tuesday— Sitter Debate in 
saa Upper Chamber—Jerry Simpson 
Gets a Scoring.

Populist House has now received full recog- 
nition from the Populist Governor and the 
f | Populist Senate, and the Governor has in- 
formed the Concurrent Committee that he 
will-submit his message on Tuesday. The 
complete recognition by the Senate was not 
accom plished without a struggle and a bitter 
one, for three of the Populist Senators, as on 
yesterday, ranged themselves with the Re- 
publicans and refused to join what they said 
was the recognition of an illegal body. 

At 3o’clock the voting in concurrent reso- 
lation was begun, the roll call on the previous 
question having consumed more thana half 
hour’stime. When the main question was 
put the Republicans resumed their fillbuster- 
ing tactics. Every Senator was allowed five 
minutes to explain bis views. 

Dilliard and O’Brien, Democrats, and 
Taylor, Populist, voted withthe Republi- 
cans. Price, Republican, was absent. 

The divided House was to have met this af- 
ternoon at 1 o’clock, but so great was the 
strain and so intense the desire to hear from 
the Senate that it was not until 3:15 o’clock 
that the Speaker rapped for order. 

POPULIST HOUSE RECOGNIZED, 

At 3:30 Secretary Brown ofthe Senate was 
announced by Speaker Dunsmore and stated 
that the Senate had concurred in House con 
current resolution No. land had appointed 
Senators Rogersand Householder to unite 
with the Populist committee and wait upon 
the Governor and inform him that the 
Legislature was organized and ready for 
business. Speaker Dunsmore then arose 
and addressed the Populist House. He said 
the Populist House had been recognized by 
the Governor and State Senate, and no power 
oh earth, savethe sword, could dissolve it. 
But whether the House had been legally 
organized or not, the man who talked of 
force was neither a good citizen or a patriot. 
He had beenrightfully chosen Speaker and he 
proposed to maintain his right there as he 
maintained the right of the Government 
when they met the bullets of the enemy from 
1861 to 1865. Continuing, he said: 

**I propose to wield this gavel with a firm 
hand, but Ishall not be unfair. I shall say 
to Mr. Douglass here now that if by laying 
down this gavel I could settle our troubles, I 
would do so cheerfully.’’ 

After some further discussion a report from 
the joint committee was received announc- 
ing thatthe Governor would transmit his 
message to the House and Senate on Tuesday 
at 10 a.m. By agreement the House ad- 
journed until 4p. m. Monday. 

Speaker Dunsmore having announced 66 
Populists present and counted in 20 Repub- 
licans, Speaker Douglass rose and delivered 
himseif as follows to the Republican House: 

SPEAKER DOUGLASS. 

‘‘GENTLEMEN OF THE HovusE—Allow your- 
selves no uneasiness. Tho Almighty has 
wisely reserved the powers of creation to 
himself alone. Although tuose on earth, Sen- 
ators and Governors included, can not make 63 
men out of 58 men, and in every free rep- 


resentative body in the world the majority 
governs. The principle of seif- government 
is. on trial in Kansas to-day as it once was 
yearsago. But it triumphed then and it will 
triumph now. The friends of the constitu- 
tution and the laws will soon stand as one 
man in Kansas regardless of party. The 
constitutional House of Representatives, with 
sixty-seven lawful members, is here and 
ready for business, and here it will remain, 
unterrified and unawed. What is the fur- 
ther pleasure of the House?’’

DE LESSEPS MAY ESCAPE WITH A VERY 
LIGHT SENTENCE. 


Failure of the Attempt to Arouse Public 
Feeling Ageinst Carnot—A ~ Royalist 
Editor Caught by the Investigators— 
Ex-Minister Roche Vindicated—Bai- 
hut Sinks Deeper in the Panama 
Mire—Purpose of the Reactionaries. 


Paris, Jan. 14.—The greatest danger that 
now threatens France is the probability that 
the directors of. the Panama canal undergo- 
ing trial may escape with very light punish- 
ment. The Royalists, Bonapartists, Anar- 
chists, and all classes of the French people 
who oppose the existing order, hope that this 
will be the result. 

Public feeling is wrought up to a high 
pitch, and it de Lesseps and his fellow 
officials are not severely punished then 
Paris and other cities of France will be ripe 
for revolt agaigst the Government. 

The Anarchists and Socialists have been 
holding back some wndt in anticipation of an 
unsatisfactory outcome of the trial. It 18 
reasonably certain that M. de Lesseps, 
Marius. Fontaine and Felix Cottu winked 
at all sorts of bribe giving and bribe 
taking while not soiling their own hands any 
more than was necessary. On technicalities 
they may get off with light sentences. Should 
they escape thus the whole country would be 
ready to rise in wrath to get some satisfac- 
tion for the shameless plundering to 
which the Panama directors al- 
lowea the people to be subjected. 
The Anarchists and Socialists who expect and 
dopo that the trial will result in a fizzle, have 
prepared to take advantage of this state of 
public feeling. The central committees in Par- 
is have sent out already thousands of inflam- 
matory placaras to Lyons, Marseilles, Rouen 
and Boulogne with instructions to the local 
committees to post them as soon as the 
sentences of the Panama directors shall be 
announced. By an understanding with the 
Imperialists, Prince Victor Napoleon’s mani- 
testo to the people will be issued simultane- 
ously, if the present programme be 
carried out. Through these means 
the people will de called to the 
streets, both Anarchists and Imperialists, 
and the reign of terror will be realized. Of 
course the Monarchists expect to get all the 
eventual benefits of this conspiracy. Their 
plan is touse the Anarchists to upset the 
present government, and then after the An- 
archists and their followers have had 
enough of shooting and being shot at. {to 
step in and place a pretender on the throne. 
The Government is awake to the danger

A ROYALIST EDITOR CAUGHT. 

In the meantime the Royalists have been 
placed in a bad light by the testimony 
of Charles de Lesseps implicating Arthur 
Meyer, editor of the Gaulois, as having re- 
ceived 100,000 francs from the Panama com- 
pany. This at last brings tbe Royalists into 
the dragnet and shows what the friends 
of the republic have claimed from the begin- 
ning of the scandal, that Republican officials 
and journalists did not havea monopoly 
of Panama corruption. The fact that 
four Boulangist Deputies are said to be put 
under strong suspicion by evidence before 
M. Franqueville, is also considered as 
strengthening the cause of the republic, by 
showing the hypocrisy of those who assail it 
lu the pretended interest of better govern- 
ment. The Government has also been con- 
siderably strengthened by tue speech 
of Chancellor Von  Caprivi on the 
army bill, This has in a 
large degree divertéd attention from Panama 
affairs and aroused a deeper interest in the 
foreign concerns of France and in-the neces- 
sity of Frenchmen standing together against 
their enemies abroad. The situation to-day 
ig therefore improved, and, although the 
Figaro publishes a sensational article signed 
by the editor-in-chief, urging Carnot in the 
interest of the Republic to resign, very little 
is heard of adverse criticism upon the Presi- 
dent. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
editor of the Gaulois, to whom Charles de 
Lesseps testified that he gave two checks for 
100,000 francs in all, recently printed the 
malignant story that Mme. Carnot paid for 
her charitable gifts to the mor out of Pan- 
ama funds. There was no \word of truth 
inthe assertion. After it wa officially con- 
tradicted the editor who mada) the charge 
had the covlnessto leave his card for Mme. 
Carnotand to write on it, ‘‘Avec mes re- 
grets.’’ 

Several prefects from the Interior attended 
at the Ministry of the Interior to-day in or- 
der to receive strict instructions to deal 
promptly with all attempts made by the ene- 
mies of the Republicin their districts during 
the present crisis in the affairs of the country 
brought about by the Panama scandals,

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NEW YORK’S DEATH RATE. 


An Improvement in 1 t Percentage Com- 
p red With Former Pe-iods. 

New YorKE,Jan.14.—Eight hundred and fifty 
deaths occurred in this city during the past 
week. Althoughthe mortality has been in- 
creasing each week for the past couple of 
months, it is still below that of 
the average of the corresponding weeks 


of the past five years, whicn is 989, or 130 in 
excess of last week’s record. Ihe annual 
death rate now is 23.82 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population as against 23.50 for the 
preceeding week and 27.47 for the average of 
the corresponding weeks of the past five 
years. Of the 850 deaths during the week 
287 occurred among children under 
5 years of age and 1l4among persons 63 years 
old and over. The tenement- house popula- 
tion contributed 602 to the grand total, a de- 
crease of 16 compared with the preceding 
week, while the deaths in institutions ag- 
gregated 201, or 7 in excess of the pre- 
ceding week. The principal diseases 
causing fatalities were typhus  fev- 
er, from which 23 died, an 
increase ofs; measles, an increase of 7; scar- 
let fever, 9; diphtheria, 2; whooping cough, 

5, and heart disease, 14. There was a de- 
crease of 2 deaths from typhoid fever, 5 from 
cerebrospinal meningitis, 5 from diar- 
rhoeal complaints, 15 from. pneumonia and 
ll from phthisis. Violence caused 38 
deaths, a decrease of 6. 

While the fatal cases of typhus 
fever number 23, showing an increase of 8 
over the preceding week, it must not 
be taken as an indication that the disease 18 
spreading. On the contrary, there was a 
very marked falling off in new Cases, but 26 
being reported at the Bureau of Contagious 
Diseases during the week as against 92 dur- 
ing the preceding week. These ceses oc- 
curred chiefly among the inmates of cheap 
lodging- houses. 


Chicago Market Letter. 


CHICAGO, III., Jan. 14.—The wheat pit had 
two spells of hot bull weather, one at the 
start and another toward the finish. The 
temperature was much the highest during 
tne latter. A great many of the weightiest, 
and generally speaking the most kKnow- 
ing of the local scalping con- 
tingent had misjudged the market 
in the forenoon. They sold their wheat 
around 82c for May, and were trying to get 
it back again at from 824%ec to 83c in the last 
half hour of the session. Pardridge bought 
no wheat to speak of, although his brokers 
were bidding for it at one time when the 
price was around 810.

Among 
the most prominent local sellers were 
August Brosseau, Harry Champlin and Frank 
Dunn. Besides the local selling, the North- 
west, St. Louis and New York sent liberal 
orders on the same side. The market yielded 
to the above influences and under a lack of 
support by the clique and declined, with 
many intermediate reductions, from Yc to 
ue, until it had got down to bie.

It is not 
believed that the governors will agree to 
drop the stock from the list. Many of the 
speculators who have been crippled by 
Whisky stock will perhaps favorit, but the 
commission brokers will not for the reason 
that \hisky is an exceedinuly lively stock, 
prolific o commissions forthe brocers who 
profit by the trading, no matter how much 
the traders lose. ‘ihe petition is as follows, 
its rhetoric, as will be seen, being decidedly 
faulty: 

In 1889 there was listed on the Stock Ex- 
change of New Tork the Dis- 
tillers and Cattle Feeding Co. 8 
stock, commonly known as the Whisky 
Trust, conveying the impression to the 
public that said corporation controlled the 
whisky manufacturing business of the United 
States.

Arrest of a Crank Who Delighte 1 
Frightening Women. 


New YorK, Jan. 14.—The entrance at 
Thirty-eighth street and Park avenue to the 
tunnel through which the Madison “and 
Fourth avenue cars pass, is by a series of 


stone steps leading down a narrow passage 
which makes two abrupt angles before the 
tunnel is reached. The entrance and the 
tunnel are dimly lighted and the abrupt 
angles make it impossible to see more thana 
few steps ahead. It was there that Detec- 
tives Mullarkey and Frazer arrested the man 
who gave his name as Thomas Anderson, 
Thursday night on a charge of being Jack 
the Scarer.’’

vented by a Kansas man, A number of posts 
are arranged ina cirele and inclined to con- 
nect with each other at the top, forming a 
conical shell, the lower ends of the posts being 
firmly secured to horizontal anchor beams 
some distance below the surface of the 
ground. This framework is covered by a 
sheathing of heavy planks, the top layers of 
which are nailed one upon the other and 
shaped to form a rounded top. The plank 
covering extends a short distance below the 


ground, and this covering is metal-clad, 
makingan earth connection for electrical 
currents, conducting wires also leading from 
the lower edge of the covering farther down 
into the ground. A heavy door, also cov 
ered by sheet metal, allows access to the 
interior, which is suitably floored and is pro- 
vided with a circular seat. In the top are a 
number of vertical ventilating pipes or tubes, 
and there isalsoan underground ventilating 
pipe, terminating in the outer alr just out- 
side the building and affording an ample cir- 
culation of air within when the door is 
tightly closed,

Great Demage Looked For From the 
Ereaking of Ice Gtrge:. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Jan. 14.—Great fear 
is entertained for the result when thé gorges 
shall break up inthe Little Kanawha. All of 
the steamboats now lying in the mouth of 
the river will probably be destroyed. Heavy 
gorges at the mouth of Hughes River, twenty 
miles upthe Little Kanawha, hold in their 
embrace thousands of logs, ties and many 
barges of lumber, all of which are probably 
doomed.

Peculiar Discriminations of the World's 
Fair ‘Officials. 


COMPLAINT OF THE EAGLE PENCIL co. 
AGAINST THEIR CONDUCT. 


Applications for Exhibiticn Space Treated 
With Discourtesy— The Reception of 
the Representative of Tower & Lyon— 
Had a Full Through Friendship With 
an Oificial—‘* Advantageous Offers. 


New YorK. Jan. 14.—The action of the 
Eagle Pencil Co. in requesting Representa- 
tive Amos J. Cummings to call the attention 
of Congress to the outrageous conduct of the 
Chicago Fair officials was generally approved 
by business men yesterday, and it wou!d not 
be surprising if members of the House and 
Senate from all the Eastern States should 
receive similar letters from their constitu- 
ents. 

Another instance of unfair Chicago methods 
was learned yesterday. Tower & Lyon, 
manufacturers of hardware and agents for 
several European concerns, were among 
the early applicants for space. 
They intended to make four. dis- 
tinct exhibits, representing their different 
industries and applied for a space thirty feet 
long by eight feet deep. Their application 
was forwarded on April 22, 1892, and was ac- 
knowledged. Repeated inquiries by the firm 
thereafter met with curt replies to the effect 
that the space might be allotted when the 
officials were ready. As the firm had made a 
big exhibit atthe Centennial it was anxious 
todothe same at Chicago, and last Decem- 
ber a representative was sent to Chicago to 
see what he could accomplish by personal 
interviews. His experience is thus told by 
Mr. Tower, the head of the firm: 

Our representative found that the man at 
the head ofthe Department of Agriculture, 
where our exhibit of fish glue was to appear, 


was an old friend. His application, therefore, 
was immediately granted. But he could get 
no satisfaction whatsoever in the DVepart- 
ment of Manufactures, where the other 
exhibits were to appear. So he went to bis 
friend and asked if there was any way 
of securing an allotment of space in 
the other department by offering induce- 
ments. ‘Idon’t know,’ his friend said. ‘I 
know such efforts would be useless here, but 
I can’t pretend to tell how it is there. We 
have made no efforts since then to get satis- 
faction from the Department of Manufact- 
urers.’’ 

From this story it will be seen that because 
Mr. Tower’s representative was a friend of 
the official who bad the allotting of the space 
in the Department of Agriculture his de- 
mands there were immediately satisfied. It 
would be interesting to know how many 
other applicants inthe same business who 
had not that advantage were ignored. It 
appears that friendship has an influence In se- 
curing space as well asthe ‘‘advantageousof- 
fers, Director General Davis mentions in his 
letter to the Pennsylvania Commissioners. 
Mr. Tower’s story gives further proof that 
intending exhibitors have little chance of re- 
ceiving justice fromthe Fair officials unless 
they have special influence. to 
date it has been shown that friend- 
ship and money can control the granting 
ofspace. What will be the next revelation? 
It is of interest to note, also, that Mr. Tow- 
er’sfirm nas abandoned all hope of securing 
space where they had vo personal influence. 
Mr. Tower said on this point: 

lm sorry, but the 
preparing an exhibit is now so 
short that we practically cannot 
doit. Wenolonger expect to secure space 
in the Department of Vanufacturers, and, as 
a matter of fact, would rather not have it 
now. Atthe Centennial we received notice 
ofthe award ofspace a year ahead of the. 
opening, and as a result we were adle to 
make an elaborate and satisfactory ex- 
hibit.’’ 

The Densmore Typewritér Co. of 202 
Broadway is another concern that appar- 
ently has been frozen out. The company 
made its application by lettera year ago, and 
received notice that it had been filed for con- 
sideration. The company’s plan showed 
that it intended to make a large and 
costly exhibit. “ Nothing further being 
heard from the officials, the pres 
dent of the company wrote again last 
summer. He received a curt reply to the 
effect that the officials would notify the com- 
pany when they got ready. A 3 of 
other inquiries wers treated in the same 
manner, but no satisfaction 
corded. The president of the company said 
yesterday that he had made no —— a p- 
plication, He had not supposed it necessary. 
He had believed the officials to be fair and 
honorable men. He said he approved the 
course of the Eagle Pencil Co., and hoped 
that something would be done by Congress 
toward compelling the Fair managers to 
treat all applications with justice.

Of this in- 
come the Creeks devote, in accordance with 
the terms of their treaty, $76,000 yearly to the 
support of their school system, Their 
higher schools until two years ago 
were run d ie mission oards of 
various churches contract with the na- 
tion, ‘This plan * een entirely abolished, 
though, and Pall the schools are conducted on 
the manual labor plan under direction of a 
board of education, whose members are 
George Hill of Okmulgee, J. M. Perryman oi 
Kufaula and George ‘Tiger of WetumKa. 
There is a high school dt Wetumka with 
eighty boys and girls, another at Wealockha, 
| away up the Arkansas, another at Checota, 
and a fine new one at Eufaula that cost $30, - 
000. There is also a new orphan asylum near 
Okmulgee that cost $15,000. Then there are 
colored high schools at Tallehassee and at 
the old Creek agency near Muskogee, there 
are fifty district schools where both native 
and white teachers are employed. 
CATTLE IN THE TBRRITORY, 

The cattle in the country occupied by the 
Ave civilized tribes are of great value. The 
lands are in reality too good for use as 
pasturese, but since the laws forbidding the 
easing of the ceded lands were passed there 
has been a great influx of owners driven 
from their old haunts. In consequence 
barbed-wire fences are going up everywhere. 
A law was recently passed permitting the 
fencing of nearly half of the lands of the 
Creek Nation, 

It gives the right tothecitizens along the 
border to fence land ten miles deep from the 
boundaries ofthe nation, and the result is a 
pasture belt all around the four sides of the 
nation, This law was urged, it is sald, on the 
pica that it would actasa barrier to the 

ringing in of Texas cattle, Themen who 
have fenced pastures under its provisions 
however, have nearly all of them sub- rented 
to Texas cattlemen, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of Texas cattle have been brought in. 
There is Suppo posed to be paid tothe Ration 
for the use of these pastures 5 cents per acre 
per year. The holders of these big pastures 
collect 81 a year for each of the Texas cattle 
past ured on their lands. 

THE EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 

Education is by no means neglected. 

The Indian University, located at Bacone, 
is under the management of the American 
Baptist Home Missionary Society. It has 
bullidings worth $30,000 present there 
are ll4 young men and women there. Since 
its organization in 1880 it has enrolled 630 
students, many of whom have taken the fall 
academic course which the school affords. 
There isa theological and normal depart. 
ment too, and or these are 
well attended. connection with 
the universit there are fine pre- 
paratory schools at Tahlequah, Sasakwa and 
Anadarko. The university and its prepara- 
tory schools are under the direct control ofa 
board of trustees chosen from ali the civil- 
ized tribes. Many are opposed to the unirer- 
sity, and it Is Seat this class that Is Renting 
the proposition to open the ferritory.

Ferris when seen in jail was very 
much worked up over the treatment he al- 
leged he had recefved at the hands of the 
prosecution, He stated that he had .been 
given to understand that he was not tobe

The Boogher- Ferris cases are among the 
Digest cases on the docket of the Criminal 
Court, having been begun in 1889, There were 
originally twenty-nine cases charging forg- 
ery against Ferris and five against Boogher. 
Ferris and Boogher were businéss partners 
along in 1887 and 1888 at 106 Olive street. They 
were engaged in selling a compound for 
cleaning boilers. John P. Boogher and S. L. 
Boogher of the firm of Wear, Boogher & Co., 
brothers of D. R. Boogher, trequently accom- 
modated the firm of Boogher & Ferris in the 
way of endorsing notes, it is stated. 
D. R. Boogher’s brothers, after a time de- 
clined, it is alleged, to 


more, when alleged forg- 
eries began. Notes aggregating 
several thousand dollars, and said to be 
forged, were discounted by J. Brookes John- 
son and others. The matter was exploded 
by some of the notes going to protest, 
and D. R. Boogherand Ferris were indicted. 
D. R. Roogher wag tried in one case and ac- 
quitted, and in another case in which he was 
tried the jury disagreed. 

speculation was rife yesterday in business 
circles,in which Doth Boogher and Ferris are 
well known, as to why Ferris pleaded 

Some entertained the idea 
he had been induced to 
peas guilty by Boogher’s friends, with the 
ope that when Boogher came to be tried in 
the four cases still pending against him that 
his attorneys might make capital out of 
the fact of Ferris’ Plea of guilt 
and try and throw all the 
blame on Ferris. Another theory is that 
Boogher could not be convicted without hav- 
ing Ferris convicted first, as Boogher’s at- 
torney would, it was thought, try to show 
that it was the intention of the prosecution 
to use Ferris to prosecute Boogher and let 
Ferris go free. The feelings of the jury 
would be preyed upon, it was held, and some 
membDer of each jury at least would hold that 
one should not be punished un- 
less both were.

DID NOT INTEND TO ESCAPE. 

Ferris claims that when he left the city re- 
cently that it was to secure assistance from 
friends to get additional bond, 
which was required of him, and that 
he had intended returning of his own record. 
Since he was brought back from Chicago Fer- 
ris stated Gov. Johnson called to see him and 
triea to induce him to plead guilty. 

Ferris stated that Gov. Johnson sald that if 
he would plead guilty that he (Gov. Johnson) 
and Ashley C. Clover, who was then Prose- 
cuting Attorney, would sign his application 
for a pardon. 
asked to be given until Dec. 230r 24 to make 
up his mind. He decided, he safd, not to ac- 
cept the proposition, 

Last Monday, as ~ Ferris’. relates it, 
a man named E. J. Tobias was sent by Gov. 
Johnson to his (Ferris’) wife to get her to 
prevail on her husband to plead. gullty. 
His wife called at the jail to 
see him, Ferris stated, the same 
day and told him. The next day Tobias called 
atthe Jail. Ferris said he asked Tobias what 
Gov. Johnson had said, and Tobias replid, 
Ferris says, that Gov, Johnson said 
that if Ferris would plead guilty that 
he would get him a light sentence and secure 
his parnon within a reasonable time. Ferris 
said he sent for his lawyer, John R. Warfield, 
whotold him, Ferris stated, that he could 
beat the indictment on which he was to 
be tried, but that as there were twenty-e!ght 
other indictments against him that they 
would finally compel him to accept their 
terms, 

Ferris said that yesterday he wrote to his 
attorney that he would gulity if all the other 
cases against him were nollie prossed, and 
that he was allowed to remain in 
jail until Feb. 15 before being 
taken to Jefferson City. His proposition 
he said was accepted. The remaining cases 
were nolle pross’d, and Ferris stated that he 
will be allowed to remain in jail until Feb. 15. 

GOV. JOHNSON EXPLAINS, 

Gov. Johnson, who has assisted with Mr. 
Clover in the prosecution of the cases was 
told yesterday noon of the character of 
the statements of Ferris relative to the Im- 
munity promised. Mr. Johnson said: 

**l was not the State’s Attorney and could 
not make any promise of immunity, and 1 
don’t know of Mr. Clover’s making any 
such agreement, and I don’t suppose 
that he ever did. We would have been 
foolish to do so, forthe reason that Ferris“ 
record was sych that he would be useless to 
us asa witness, and we had no need toac- 
cept bis plealnorder to secure his convic- 
tion for we had such a case that we were 
confident of getting him eight or ten years if 
we could get the matter before a jury, 1 
think that about thee utmost that could ever 
have been said to him was thatif he were to 
plead guilty some of the parties 
who were prosecuting him might possibly, 
after a lapse of a reasonable 
time, unite in recommending his par- 
den. The circumstances of the case 
were such that under no circumstances 
would we ever have accepted a plea of five 
years, and I may add that we were induced to 
take that plea mainly through the pleadings 
of his wife.’ 

He says it looks as though, although he was 
promised immunity, he has got to go to the 
pen, while Boogher seems Ukely to go free. 

His 
case is set for the We took Ferris 
this time instead of Boogher for this reason: 
Boogher had been tried twice, and on each 
occasion the other side accused us of intend- 
ing to let Ferris go, and they repeatedly 
asked Why don’t you try Ferris?’’ Well, 
as we had tried Boogher twice and had 
failed to convict, we decided ona change of 
base, and took them at their word, and 
brought the Ferris case forward, That’s all 
there is to that.

The action ofcotton during the week was 
quite a surprise to local operators, as there 
was littleinthe situation to cause sucha 
depreciation in values, excepting the de- 
pression of the Liverpool market. The 
course of prices is now depending almost 
entirely upon the volume of the movement, 
and the weakness of Liverpool in the face of 
the light receipts was very disappointing. 
Domestic markets did not follow the foreign 
Liverpool to the full extent of the decline, 
and the result was recovery, which, how- 
ever, waslost again yesterday.

Financial Chronicle, for instance, tn its annual 
cotton review of the year 1892, places the pr 
duction of cotton for the United States at 6. 

T. WII- 
son & Uo. of New York made it 6,900,- 
000 bales. This no doubt had some 
effect,eandis causing forelan buyers to go 
slow in entering into treshengagements until 
a more settled opinion becomes current as to 
the size of our crop. The failure of the 
masters and operatives ot Lancashire to

pending difficuities. From the report of the 
British Board of Trade it is evident that the 
cotton spinning industry. of Great Britain 
hag, in 1892, experienced one of the most un- 
Satisfactory years known, the exports of 
yarns and cloths falling sharply off from the 
exports of the preceding year, which was re- 
garded asavery poor one. The exports of 
cloths during the year 1892 were 4.882, 778,000 
yards, against 4,912,613 000 in 1891; of yarns, 
233,348,300 lbs, against 245,517,000 the year be- 
fore. The light receipts have furnishela 
strong argument for bulls, but when 
it is considered that the 
has been unfavorable 
marketing of cotton in a great many sec- 
tions and that the entire South is encouraged 
in their holdings, it is not surprising that the 
movement is small. It seems, however, that 
the longer the south is holding cotton the 
weaker they are getting, and this volume of 
cotton is eating holders up rapidly in ex- 
pense, as every month is equivalent to 3-léce. 
Not much doing locally, sales of the week 
figuring up an even 1,000 bales. Quotations 
were reduced he since a week ago.

Acorn bull: 1 fail to see why corn 18 
selling solowas compared with grain and 
other food articles. With hogs at 8 cents, 
80 Cent corn can be ted with profit. Whisky 
was being manufactured ata profit of 2 cents 
per gallon over three months ago. There is 
but 19 cents difference in the price of corn 
and wheat in Liverpool, yet corn is the 
cheaper freight, while the difference in price 
here is about 34 cents. Our crop is 28 per 
cent short of last year and nearly all the 
shortage is in the seven surpius producing 
States. Feeders are paying more than ship- 
pers and interior towns are paying more 
than the big cities, which are sending off 
more than they recelve, yet corn fails tomake 
any material advance. It’s true that cheap 
flour has somewhat reduced the demand for 
cornmeal, but when we consider the great 
shortage inthecrop and the greater short- 
age ot hogs, the latter being and will be 
made up by increased feeling of beef cattle 
and the continuous feeding of young hogs, 
it leaves but one conclusion to be arrived at, 
viz., that the owners ofthe vast system of 
cribs and elevators ofthe West intend to fill 
them with cheap corn before they will allow 
any advance in price.

There Will Soon Come a Change of 
Standerd- Operations of the Reading 
Coal Combine—Planging to Seize Other 
Froperties—Wali Street Dealings. 


New Yorn, Jan. 14.—Probably the portion 
of the community which reads: financial 
articies would particularly like to. know the 
reason for the remarkable strength and 
activity of the security markets during the 
latter part of this week, It was a most ex- 
traordipary movement, both in the extent of 
the rises in many stocks and in the apparent 
lack of a single impelling motive for the sim- 
ultaneous buying by many different persons. 
For the commission houses report that the 
buying was not by a small clique, 
but represented orders from many sources, 
Investors, traders, outside. operators, bulls 
and bears seem all to have been seized at the 
‘Sametime withthe impulse tobuy stocks. 
The quéstion is, whence this impulse came. 
The first thought would be that news of im- 
portant developments at Washington in con- 
nection with our currency had come to the 
knowledge of some one vnd had diffused it. 
But it is stated quite positively that there are 
no developments of a favorablefcharacter, The 
repeal of the Sherman law during the pres - 
ent session of Congress seems not a bit more 
probabie than it has heretofore. And while 
in a general way it may be said that if the 
exigencies of the situation demand it, bonds 
will be issued by the Government no steps in 
that direction have been taken. 

The reasonof the general buying move 
ment must be sought ina number of lesser 
factors, of which some influenced certain 
buyers, others influenced other buyers and 
all perhaps influenced still other buyers. 
First, no gold has ‘been exported this week, 
Up to yesterday it was considered quite 
probable that there would be exports. Rates 
for exchanze on both London and Paris have 
advanced. Theyare atthe present time so 
near the figures which experience bas shown 
to be coincident with gold exports that no 
one would dare predict that there will not be 
further reports next week. Paris exchange 
on London has been extraordinarily iow, 
probably as the result of sales of securities 
by the Frenchmen, these sales conducted by 
the feverish markets in Paris and the pre- 
veiling political and Ofnancial uneasiness 
there 

To avold sending gold to Paris, the Bank of 
England yesterday advanced its price for 
French es me ey But it is still! considered 
probable that gold d will be shipped from Lon- 
dou to Paris, reigh bankers in this cl 
were buying sterling bills yesterday a 
authorizing their correspondents here 
draw on London. This action may have 
some slight effect in checking gold exports 
from here to Paris, but by advancing the 
rate for sterling exchange it renders 
more probable exports of gold to London. 

Another factor which may have influenced 
buyers is the lower rate for money. Call 
lgans have been down as low as 2 r cent, 
while time loans have been made at 4. 


The indications are that 
money may be as easy here as t was last 
year when rates were ee om low fora 
period, of several months. The abnormal 
ease of money last year was ascribed to the 
Sherman law, which increases our currency 
by near y $50,000,000 per year, irrespective of 
the demands of commerce, 

This is inflation, It is the inflation of which 
men talked in the spring of 1690, when the 
silver bili was under discussion, and which 
caused the crazy boomin May of 2 year. 
Easy money cerfainly tempts men to buy se- 
curities, but it also tends to drive A ont of 
the country. 

Another reason assigned for the buying of 
securities is sound eg ey ! and seems to be 
plausible practically, g this, if we are 
really going ou a silver basis, if our standard 
of value is no longer to be the gold dollar, 
but is to de the silver dollar, worth at pres;

‘This le to what is perhaps the 
ineipa! reason for the present strength of 
he market.

self-respect of the American public may be 
always that f an enligutened Self- 
interest. present case. Few 
persons believe that the American people 
will permit the follies of their 
lawmakers to doreal injury. Before the 
Sherman law will de allowed to bins real 
disaster to this country, a concentrated 
force of N opinion will have been 
brought to bear upon the lawmakers which 
will shrivel the malevolent and make the 
rest as wax to be molded tothe people’s 
will, It is this feeling which more than one 
thing has held up the stock markets, 
every where have been saying

its product 1s not injuriously adulterated 
There are many rumors in eirculation which 
seem to confirm the suggestion that 
the investigation may take a wider range. 
The most sensational of these rumors is that 
a lobby has been actively at work trying to 
secure an increase of the whisky tax at this 
Bession. This, it is easily to be seen, would 
merely increase the value of the whisky 
holdings everywhere, The trust in particular 
would bethe most greatly benefited by the 
passage of this measure. The threatened 
defictency in the Treasury has made the 
urgency of revenue-raising. legislation a 
strong argument in favor ofthe whisky tax 
increase, and the rumors connect the whisky 
trust with being back of the lobby. 
Mr. Burrows’ resolution, in view of the 
sensational reports that are being heard, has 
Ideen discussed with excited interest among 
members of Congress, and it is thought the 
Investigating Committee cannot fail to ex- 
tend its inquiry into the basis of these re- 
ports. 


A BUSY LOBBY.

THE RIVER FREEZING OVER. 


A Little More Cold Weather Will Close 
the Mississippi. 


If the present cold weather continues a day 
or so longer, and the present indications are 
that it will, the open spaces in the river both 
above and below the bridge will freeze over 
and the ferry boats again become tied up. 
They plied across from points on the East side 
all day yesterday without difficulty, though 


late in the afternoon ice began to form very 
— pidly and the tugs were kept busy break- 
ny It. 

Just about twilight the river presented a 
very peculiar appearance. The surface was 
as smooth as glass, though here and 
there in the distance, looking down 
on it from the bridge, it gave the 
appearance of being streaked in places 
from shore to shore with dark 
horizontal bars. This was undoubtedly due 
to the formation of ice in sections and unless 
these are broken the entire surface will soon 
become one solid sheet of ice. 

There is no danger of course of a break in 
the gorge on the upper river and it will take 
a continued cold spell of a day or two more to 
make the ice in the open spaces thick enough 
to resist the tugs, which are continually at 
work Keeping an open course. Above North 
Market street this afternoon the ice was 80 
firm aud solid that peopte began crossing on 
it to and from the lilinois shore.

NATIONAL CYCLING ASSOCIATION, 


THE BASE BALL MAGNATES WILL RULE PRO- 
FESSIONAL WHEELMEN. 


NEW York, Jan, 14.—If the plans of the 


newly organized National Cycling Associa-., 


tion are carried out that organization prom- 
ises to be the most powerful in the world of 
sports. In the general outline of the scheme 
as given atthe Philadelphia meeting Thurs- 
day, it was shown that professional bicycle 
riding and riders are to be controlled with 


more potent hand than ever wielded.author- 
ity over base ball, and if the 1 7 * 1s to be 
conducted on a square basis it is right. that 
it should be so controlled. ‘the new body. 


is practically identical with the National hase 


Ball League as far as its ‘membership 
is concerned. The twelve-league cities will 
be represented in the Cycling Association 
circuit, except that Buffalo may take the 
place of oneofthem. The cost of prepara- 
tion will be comparatively light in each city, 
as well equipped inclosures exist in each 
place. A good bicycle frack can be built ata 
moderate outlay. The organization was er- 
fected by the election of the following tem- 
porary officers: President, Charles H. Byrne 
of Brooklyn; Treasurer, Geo. W. Wagner of 
Washington; Secretary, F. A. Eagan of Phil- 
adelphia. Committee on Constitution and 
By-Laws—F. A. Abell, Chairman; Chris Von 
der Ahe, A. C. Buckenberger, E. B. Talcott 
and James Franklin. President Byrne 
returned yegterday. He described the 
scheme as foliows: ‘*The plan is that the 
twalve members of the association shall 
control absolutely all matters concernin 

professional bicycle racing within 
cities or districts, subject tothe rules and 
regulations of the association. Each 
member ofthe association is bound to equip 
a racing track in accordance with the 
standard qualifications of the association; to 
keep the same in good order, to accept and 
carry outthe schedule adopted by the asso- 
ciation and to offer and pay such cash 
prizes as may be decreed by the 
assoctation for all its mem bers. 
This assoctation is to assume absolute con- 
trol of all professional cycling racing and 
racing men. All racers and theirtrainers are 
to be licensed by the association or its gov- 
erning board. This license is to be granted, 
withheld or withdrawn at the discretion of 
the governing board, and a refusal or with- 
drawal of license will bar ahy racer or train- 
er from coming on association tracks against 
or with association racers on any tracks what- 
ever, and wil also bar assoctation riders for

In so doing they will 
obtain much intormation which will, in the 
practical riding months, serve them in good 
stead. It would also be advisable for riders 
to give some of the time upon their 
hands to the . critical examination 
of their machine. With it nicely 
cleaned up and free from dirt, there can be 
no objection to its presence even in the sit- 
ting-room, Here much more careful thought 
and attention can be given to the details of 
the machine than will ever be afforded by 
the rider on a summer day when he is 
anxious to get on and be off, andthe examl- 
nation of the mechanism of the bicycle will 
well repay the time expended uponit. The 
cyclist might even go so far as to essay to 
taxehis machine to pieces and put it to- 
gether again, although this is a course which 
isnot advised asa general thing. Stihl. a 
novice is apt to make mistakes in so doing; 
if he is careful to de absolutely 
methodical and not take too many pieces 
apart before he essays to replace them, he 
cannot go far wrong and once going thropgh 
the machine thoroughly {n this way will give 
him a far better and more accurate knowi- 
edge of its constructional points and their 
functions in use than he could possibly ob- 
tain by merely looking at the complete ma- 
chine, In the first place the cycler must not 
be ina hurry when attending to this matter, 
but proceed cautiously: with anything he 
does to hfs machine; in the second place the 
results should be noted at every point and he 
will eventually come out the gainer in 
his knowledge of the machine and 
how to use it. ‘Too few riders know anything 
about the cycles they ride, and this igno- 
rance is one of the main causes which lead 
to broken spokes, rattling brake levers, ioose 
bearings, punctured tires and a general 
wearing outof the pit long before their 
time. Kvery part of a first-class bicycle is 
made adjustable to wear, and if greater at-

Thomas Brennan Fools the Officer Who 
Was Guarding Him. 


HALF-DRESSED THE PRISONER GETS 
OUT, OF Sr. MARY’S INFIRMARY. 


He Was Wanted on a Charge of Shooting 
Priyate Watchman James McEntire, 
Who Had Also Wounded Him—It Was 
an Old Trick He Worked to Escape— 
Police News,

his injuries the result of bullet wounds. 

The police discovered Brennan and placed 
him under arrest yesterday. McEntire 
swore out a warrant and olice Officer 
Charies Hill was placed at the hospital to 
guard the man until he had recovered suff - 
ciently to be removed. 

About 6:30 o’clock Brennan expressed a de- 
sire to visit the toilet-room, which is about 
thirty feet along the hall from the room he 
occupied. He was permitted to do so. After 
about ten minutes had elapsed, Officer Em 
opened the door of the room and found it 
empty. It is supposed that Brennan made 
His way down the stairs unobserved and 
passed out the back door, which on this oc- 
casion was not locked. He had on only his 
trousers, shoes and the loose shirt he had 
been wearing in bed.

A NIGHT IN 1HE CITY HOSPITAL. 


The Story of a Patient Who Went There 
to Be Tréated. 


The following letter was sent by a working 
man, who feels that he has been mistreated 
atthe City Hospitaland who now says that 
nothing could induce him to go there again: 


Kindly allow me through the medium of 
your enterprising paper to give my experi. 
ence ofa nischt in the City Hospital. Some 
time ago Icontracted a cold, and not having 
the means to call outside medical ald I de- 
cided to apply to the City Hospital, recelving 
a permit to enter that institution. I arrived 
there about 4p. m. with tear and trembling 
in my heart, and virtually trembled until the 
next morning, when released. Onarriving I 
was immediately conducted to the waiting- 
room, where I was examined oy a 
medical attendant. Atter answering 
such questions as name, birthplace, 
occupation and others Iwas handed over to 
one of the reguiars, who introduced metoa 
hot bath, this being anything but inviting, 
having to wait untila patient with diseased 
leg finished his bath. The water was then 
simply changed and presented to me, I per- 
formed my ablutions to dhe gatis- 
faction of the attendant. He 
then provided me with a cotton 
shirt and pair of trousers, the latt*r coming 
to about the knees and a pair of shoes with- 
out socks. The shoes reminded me of the 
old nursery rhyme, 'The old woman that 
lived in the shoe, for these certainly would 
would have held me and my family 
comfortably. I was now escorted up- 
Stairs, where 1 was introduced to a 
female nurse, who took the indication of my 
pulse, and then supplied me with jacket and 
escorted me to Ward No. 9, where I was con- 
signed toa bed. About 7:30 p. m. 1 received 
a visit from the ward doctor- who informed 
me he would attend to my case in the 
morning. troubled with a 
cough 1 PP to the nurse 
and several others if I could be supplied with 
a spittoon, but without avail. I had simply 
t» swallow the phlegm that was raised by the 
cough. At9o’clock all lights were put out 
in he ward with the exception of one small 
incandescent light, which was also covered 
with a towel, leaving the lace in 
almost absolute darkness. now 
came to the conclusion to retire 
for the evening. On the bed I found two 
single blankets of small dimensions and also 
two small representing pillows. With 
all these comforts I tried to rest, but the 
temperature of the room being so low I found 
it impossible. Over my head was a ia 
window, the casements of which had dried 
up in the extreme hot weather, 
and left openings large enough to allow the 
bitter cold night winds to blow over my bed. 
Exhausted and cold, I 2 shelter in 
unuer the blankets, and had almost fallen 
asleep, when I was aroused by bugs. 
I longed for the dawn, which eventually 
came. Wishing to bathe my hands and ace, 
was directed to the lavatory; there I found 
many of the patients cleaning their cuspi- 
dors in the basin that was supposed to 
us for washing.

THE EX-MINISTER OF FINANCE, 

The political preferment of M. Rowers, who 
was forced into the Ribot CabDinet, and will 
be prosecuted in connection with the Panama 
conspirators, dates from the overthrow of 
the Empire. He is just bay, 50. He began 
life as a ‘‘drummer’’ for a *kseller, who 
sold on the installment plan voluminous 
books of the kind given as prizes tolads in 
the upper classes of the Lycee schools. sub- 
sequently he entered the service of a 
Greek merchant named Zaflapoula, who 
was established at Marséllies. His 
new master, whose rinci business 
appears to have consisted in Russlan corn 
specu'ations, did notenjoy a very enviabie 
reputation, and was loored upon as a thor- 
oughly unscrupulous Levantine. Rouvier, 
having acquired some wealth by his transac- 
tions at Constantinople, Odessa, Smyrna and 
Alexandria, turned his attention to politics, 
and inl evoted all his energies to secur- 
ing the election of Gambetta as parilament- 
ary representative of thecity of Marselliles. 
For this he was rewarded on the fall of he 
Kmpire in 1870 by being appointed Secretary- 
General of the Prefecture of the Bouches 
du Rhone. In the following year he was 
himself elected to the Chamber of Dep 
utiesand took his seat among the Extreme 
Left party. Appointed a member of the 
Commission for Judiciai Reform in Egypt, he 
became one of the most zealous opponents to 
the establishment of what are now Known as 
the international tribunals in that country. 
Especially expert in accounts, he managed 
to render himself exceedingly useful to Gam- 
betta when the latter was President of the 
Budget Committee. In 1876 an immense sen- 
sation was created in Paris over a monstrous 
crime supposed to have been committed in 
the grounds ofthe Palais Royal. Both te 
Monarchical and Republican papers literaliy 
teemed with the revoliing detalis of the 
offense and public opinion was thorougily 
aroused against him. The trial ended in a 
most satisfactory manner, for the jury, un- 
willing to incur the enmity of the powerful 
Republican faction by declaring him guilty, 
and at the same time unable in the face of 
the evidence to pronounce him innocent, re-

turned a verdict similar to that of the not 
proven’’ of the Scotch tribunais.

Rouvier was Minister of Finance in the 
Freycinet and Loubet Cabinet, and held the 
same portfolio when Ribot becaine Premier, 
but was forced to resign a few days ago be- 
cause of disclosures in the Panama investi- 
gation. 

DEPUTIES TO BE PROSECUTED. 

Of the Deputies who have so far been 
caught in the Panama net, M. Antonio Boast 
is the most conspicuous. He was Minister of 
Fine Arts and slanutactares in 1881. He had 
made himself a reputation as. a journalist 
before he began to taxe a more active pari in 
politics on the prociamation of the Republic.

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THIS GOVERNMENT OPPOSES RENEWAL 
OF THE FRENCH CONCESSIONS 
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International Complications Growing Out 
‘ofthe Panama Canal Enterprise—Th> 
Railway’s Controversy With Pacific 
Mail—Violations of a Treaty~Monroe 
Dectrine Assailed. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14.—In the last 
days of December just past a cabiegram from 
Panama announced the presence there of Mr. 
H. F. Bushnell from the United States. Mr. 
Bushnell’s mission was said to De the investi- 
gation of the quarantine regulations of the 
Republic of Colombia, with a view of report- 
ing his information to the authorities at 
Washington, by whom, the cable said, he 
was commissioned to make his inquiries. 

Within the past week, however, it has come 
out that Mr. Bushnell went to the isthmus 
intrusted with a mission of far more im- 
portance even than devising means to pre- 
venttne introduction of the Asiatic plague 
into this country. Infact, it is said that he 
had been sent there to convey the authori- 
ties of Colombia the information that 
a renewal of its concession to tue 
French Panama Canal Co. would de 
distasteful tothe Government of the United 
States, and further that Mr. Bushnell was 
empowered to open negotiations with 
the little Republic for a diversion of the 
rights of the French company to a third 
party. 

On Thursday last Mr. Bushnell returred to 
Washington and presented a report to the 
State Department. What that report is has 
not been made public, but the opinion pre- 
valls that Mr. Bushnell so impressed President 
Nunez of the United States of Colombia with 
the importance of the good will of the Gov- 
ernment ofthe United States of America as 
to postpone for the present further negotia- 
tions with the Panama company on the mat- 
ter of concessions for its canal enterprise. 

Officials of the State Department have been 
asked for information on this important 
subject, but decline to discuss it. 

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

The opinion has long been held by many 
public men at the capital that what is known 
asthe Monroe doctrine was assailed when 
Frenchmen, backed by their Government, 
undertook the Panama Canal enterprise, 
This bellef has been strengthened by the 
recent action of the Panama Railway Co., 
likewise a French corporation, and reallya 
part of the canal company, in serving notice 
upon the Pacific Mall Steamship Co. that 
after the first day of next month no through 
bills of lading would be received from the 
steamship company. The Pacific Mail peo- 
ple at once went into the United States Court 
in New York with an application for an in- 
juction against the Panama katlroad Co., 
and to set aside the mandate of the French 
receiver wuo zave notice that he would not 
issue through Dilis of lading to American 
vessels. 

On the 3d ofthis month Justice Ingraham 
granted the restraining order. The Pacific 
Mall people claim that the railway company 
proposed to divert their business to a foreign 
steamship company. itis aleged that the 
railroads had mae arrangements for a con- 
tract with the South American Steamship 
Co. of Chill, in which the privilege of 
through bills of lading would be con- 
ceded. Upon these allegations the’ claim 
was set up that the Panama Kallway Co. hai 
violated the treaty of 1846 entered into by the 
United States ani New Granada, providing 
that the citizens, vessel, and merchandise 
ofthe iormer should enjoy in the — of 
New Granada, inctuding the isthmus 
of Panama as far as the southern boundary 
of Costa Rica, all the exemptions, 
privileges, and immunities concerning com- 
merce and navigation which were then or 
might thereafter be enjoyed by the citizens, 
vessels and merchandise of New Grunada. 
This equality of privileges was to extend to 
the passengers, correspondence, and mer- 
chandise of the United states in their transit 
across the isthmus between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. 

A CLEAR VIOLATION. 

An eminent authority inthe United States 
Senate, commenting on the action of Judge 
Ingraham, takes very decided grounds In the 
premises. He stated that while he was chair- 
man of a committee in the Fiftieth Congress 
he made a report upon the Nica- 
ragua Canal complication, in which 
he assumed the United States Govern- 
ment had the right and should enter 
a protest against any discrimination against 
the interests of our citigens. He said he haa 
no doubt whatever that the letter as well as 
the spirit of the Monroe doctrine had been 
violated by the French receivers of the canal 
and railway company, and he could see no 
reason why an objection should not be raised 
by our Government. It is believed as certain 
by many men in Congress that before the 
end of this session an investigation of the 
affairs upon the Isthmus of Panama as they 
affect American interests will be ordered. 

THE PANAMA SIDE. 

The railway company ciaims that for 
months past it has been in negotiations to 
obtain American steamers on the line be- 
tween New York and Colon, and is ready to 
enter into business relations and through 
bills of lading with any American coast line 
sieamers between San Francisco and Pana 
ma, exceptingthe Pacific wall Sieamsiilp Co. 
For the route between San Francisco and 
Panama the railroad company, owing to an 
iniquitous contract made for the benent of 
speculators in 1872, Whichis now before the 
courts, and complications arising therefrom, 
finds itseli unable, for the present at least, to 
inaugurate a line of its own, and the 
railroad company is now doingall that is 
in its power to do to estabiish American 
lines between New Tork and San Francisco 
free from the aMliiation with transcontinental 
routes for the purpose of freeing the business 
and trade between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, which in the past has been so bam 
pe by restrictions in the interest of mo- 
nopolies, and toinsurea development of a 
large trade whichit expects to see estab- 
lished in the future between tue east and 
west coasts of America. 

This controversy leuds a special interest to 
the mission of r. Bushnell, who isa Ne- 
braskan, and said to be a personal friend of 
Mintsterto hilt Patrick Egan, by whom he 
was recommended to President Harrison for 
the delicate task in hand. 

A STRANGE BISTORY. 

The Panama Railway was a strictly Amert- 
can enterprise at its luception, but was un- 
loaded onthe French investors at a time 
when the canal was at its ripest boom. 

This ruliroad, hardly forty-nine miles in 
length, was chartered in 1860 and opened in 
155. Its monopoly f om the Colombian Gov- 
ernment Was most exacting. It uad the ex- 
cilusive rightof transit across the Isthmus. 
It Had the rixht ot veto on any other ratiroad 
Even a muie-pathn couid 


without the co sent of the Panama Rallroad 
Co. ‘lhe canal came under the same 
right of exclusion in that it came into the 
territory granted to the rafiroad e mpany. 
This, in a dition to the toll question fur the 
xreat amount of trafic which ine Canali peo- 
ple would bave to and fro, made it necessary 
tha! an under tanding with 
the rallrva:i Owners.

CONDITIONS OF THE COLOMBIA CONCESSIONS. 

Returning to the concessions grantea by 
Colombia to the Panama Canal Co, the status 
istiis: The liquidators of the French com- 
pany are to transfer all the assets of the old 
company toa new associ@iion, which on its 
part shall undertake to complete the inter- 
oceanic waterway. Secondly, the new 
association shall be definitely organized with 
a capital sufficient for the purpose, ard shall 
resume the work cf excavatiin in good faith 
before Feb. 28, 1893. if either of these en- 
tions remains unfulfilled at the date just 
mentioned, the supplemental concession 
from the Colombian Government becomes 
null and void.

COLUMBIA’S ACTION. 

PANAMA, Jan. 14,.—President Nunes of the 
United States of Colombo sends the following 
telegram from Carthagenia under date of 
Jan. 12: Congress has approveg a law giv- 
ing an extension of time for the construction 
of the Panama Canal. Art, 1 of the 
act authorizes the Government to modify 
in accordance with certain progisitns, which 
are enumerated in the contrast: ertered into 
on Dec. 10, 1890, between the Minister of For- 
eign Relations of the Republic and the at- 
torney for the liquidation of the canal rela- 
tive to the extension of time for the begin- 
ning of the work. 

Art. 2 announces that in virtue of the 
authority contained in the bill the Govern- 
ment may extend under conditions which are 
deeme.ji equitable and convenient, the iime 
Originally conce led for the orvanization of 
the new company and for resumption of the 
work ot excavatingin a serious an perma- 
nent manner. 

Art 8 provides that if the Government 
should not make use of the authority con- 
ferred by art. 1 of the new aw, it is author- 
ized to sign an entirely new contract, which 
will not be submitted to the approbation of 
Congress. 


PANTHER HUNT. 


The Ferocious Animal Killed After Ixjur- 
ing Iwo Men. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Jan. 13.—A_ ferocious 
animal has been Killing lambs and pigs in the 
west part of the county, near Alamo, for 
some time, and Thursday the citizens of that 
community organized a fox drive.

Theedict bad sone forth that no dogs 
or guns should be allowed in the drive, and 
here they were with the wild animal! correiled 
in a thicket of underbrush. Consternation 
seized every one, as the wild animai 
rushed from side to side of the thicket, and 
its glaring eyes told of the bloodthirstiness 
of tue beast. The bardiness of those who 
live on the frontier is sufficient for an emer. 
gency of this kind, anu after Consultation 
it was decided that two of the wost Valiant 
men should attack the animal in his den. 
No one was anxious at that moment to be 
cuosen, and lots were draw to declie who 
should make the attack, James Pryor and 
Joun Goldsmith were the unlucky ones.

live ate aim and fired. When the gun 
cracked there went up one of those terror- 
izinx screams of the panther. The animal 
sprang fully forty feet and fell d within 
ten feet oi where Goids.with was tying. At 
the report of the gun and the terrible 
scream, the entire gang of hunters made a 
break forthe piace where the report came 
from.

he special commisstoners, charles H. 


Gleason, John F. Storm and George Heins. 
appointed by the Circuit Court to determine 
the value of the triangular block of ground at 
the intersection of Lindell and ‘cPuerson 
avenues, in process of condemnation by the 
city for park purposes, have decided that the 
property is worth $50,000, and their report. to 
be submitted to the Court next Week, assesses 
benefits ranging from $6 to & cents a foot to 
all the property on each side of both Lindell 
and McPherson avenues, from Grand avenue 
west to King’s highway. 

The property in question is a triangular 
block, its base and western line fronting 118 
feet on the east side of Vandeventer avenue. 
It has a frontage of 217 feet on Lindell av- 
enue, and 211 feet on McPherson. The tri- 
angular block at the meeting of the two 
avenues is subdivided into two parts. 
Its base and most avalladle part 
fronts 118 feet on Vandeventer avenue, 108 
feet on Lindell avenue and 100 feet on Me- 
Pherson. This portion of the block is owned 
by D. P. Slattery, who about a year ago 
talked of improving the site with a building 
designed asa hotel, restaurant and public 
resort, Alvah b. Mansur owns the remain- 
ing portionof the triangle, extending east- 
ward to a sharp p int. McPherson 
avenue, while as yet a cheaper 
property, bids fair to be as 
valuable and quite as well improved as Lin- 
dell avenue, where some lots have sold at 
$200 a foot or more. 

In view of the present and prospective de- 
velopment of these two avenues, property 
owners thereon were not well pleased on 
learning of the character of Capt. Slattery’s 
contemplated improvement. Investigation 
was set on foot and developed that there 
were no restrictions whatever as to the use 
ot this particular triangular biock, 
and that there only appeared to 
be one plan that could be adopted 
to induce Capt. Slattery to chanve or aban- 
don his plans: That was to condemn the 
property for public use. It would then no 
longer be a menace.to fine Duliding tmprove- 
ments. This suggestion met Mr. Mansur’s 
views. Accordingly the usual process of con- 
demning property ior public use was resorted 
to. 

CONDEMNATION PROCEEDINGS. 

In this case the first step was by petition by 
interested parties to the Board of Pubiic Im- 
provements. A member of the board might 
have calied it to the attention of his con- 
freres, as i- done in some instances. On re- 
celving the petition, or upon taking up the 
matter on motionofa membor of the Board 
of Pubiic Improvements, that body 
causes a notice to be published in

DR. NICCOLLS’ SIMILE. 

Rev. Dr. Niccolls followed up with a short 
and 1 rebuke against the indifferent - 
ism of the present day. 

When the French invaded Egypt they 
were stopped one day bya barricade which 
their heaviest cannon balls could not 
destroy, because it was made not of 
stone, but of Nile mud, into which. the balls 
penetrated ten feet, butdid no harm. The 
indifferentism of the present day is like Nile 
mud; which the strongest argument cannot 
dislodge. But there is one thing which can 
remove a barrier of Nile mud, and that is rain, 
which comes from above and washes it 
away.“ He completed the comparison with the 
remark that spiritual rain from on high could 
dissipate muddy indifferentism. He re- 
proached the men of wealth and prominence 
who constantly urged business, business, 
business!“ as an excuse for their non- 
attendance, although

HOW THE REVIVAL ORIGINATED. 


— — 


THE RESULT OF A FAILURE TO SECURE B. FAY 
MILLS, 


The revival had its birth Ina movement 
started by the Evangelical Aillance, 
in the early fall, to obtain the 
services of B. Fay Mills, a noted 
evangelist, for a universal revival 


in this city during the present month of Jan- 
uary. The subject was discussed by the Al- 
lianceand a committee was appointed to 
confer with Mr. Mills. But he was too ex- 
actingin his demands to suit the churches 
represented in the alliance, especlaliy 
Baptists. He required that his services be 
unanimously accepted, that the pastors of 
the churches set aside thelr regular pro- 
ramme and give him free rein, in fact he 
emanded the absolute direction of 
the revival, as a pre-requisite’ for 
[his labors. The alliance refused to 
comply with these terms, and the project of 
a revival was dropped fora time. But the 
idea had so taken possession of the ministers’ 
minds, that they decided to conduct one 
this month without the afd of outsiders. 
Indeed the ministers foumd time one day 
to question the advantages andthe benefits 
of a revival Managed by an evangelist. Kev. 
Dr. S. J. Niccolls, pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church, was chosen Chairman of 
the Executive or Central Committee for the 
management of the revival, and the vari- 
ous denominations were invited to 
choose théir representatives on the commit- 
tee. The ministers selected were Revs. M. 
G. Gorin ofthe North Presbyterian Church; 
E. Chappell, Lafayette Park 
Methodist Church; H. A. 
Pilgrim Congregational Church; 
Werleln, Centenary Southern 
M. E. Churen; J. W. Ford, second Baptist 
Church, and O. A. Bartholomew, Mount 
Cabanne Christian Church. This committee 
held several preliminary meetings, and added 
totheir number a lay adjunct, com powed of 
Messrs. Nathan Cole, Thomas \4i:Pheeters, 
R. M. Scruggs, Benedict and Prof. Dunhaupt. 
Rev. Dr. Niccolis prepared the way for the 
revival by giving a sermon for the peo- 
le in the Exposition Entertainment 
all, every Sunday night in December. 
The revival opened on New Year’sday, when 
the pastors of the city churches preached on 
the benefits of the movement. The next 
day, Monday, the 2d inst., the exercises 
began in earnest, with a union service 
at Centenary Church, which lasted from 10 a. 
m. to 4 p. m. Union services have since been 
held every day at Centenary from 8 to 4 p. 
The night services take pluce 
aifferent parts of the city. 
early in the movement the Central Commit- 
tee decided to district the city for the better 
and more thorough accomplishment of the 
work. Five districts were marked out and 
some of these were subdivided. All the 
churches inthe districts or Subdivisions have 
met together at one church each night during 
the past two weeks except on Wednesday 
night, when each pastor conducted a meet- 
ing in his own charch.

The election of Leo XIII. to the papal 


_throne made an epoch in European history, 


Pius IX. was a man of heart and of speech. 
He was very human 
a pleasant face counted much with him, and 


pleasant words almost as much. He had 


warmtbof heart; he had humor, and though 
the jower class of Italians declared that 
he Was possessed of the evil eye, and m- 
variably made the sign that is supposed to 
ward off the evil influence wheu he ap- 
peared in puDlic, he was the most pop- 
ular of modern popes. He was embarrassed 
by monarchical traditions of all sorts; he was 
obliged to live among the ruins ot his power 
as a temporal monarch; his chief minister 
was the brilliant, astute, mundane Anto- 
nelli, who, by the way, was no more of a 
priest than Cardinal Mazarin. Ot late years 
a cardinal is necessarily a priest; in other 
days,it was different; and if Cardinal Mazarin 
was secretly married to Anne of Austria, as 
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POPE LEO XIII.

Louis XIV. was to Mme. de Maintenon, there 
was nothing in that against the 
laws of the church, Circumstances 
forced Pius IX. to be a prisoner in his 
own palace. The kings of the earth de- 
serted him. Ifany man learned not to put 
his trust in princes it was Pius IX. 
Emperor of Austria turned agatnst him as a 
temporal sovereign and when the breach in 
the Porta Pla was made he stood alone in 
Europe—a king amongold and neu ruins, 
with all the woes ofa Lear and with more 
patience and dignity. But he had his com- 
pensation in the warm hearts of the people, 
who revered and loved him. Non-Catholics 
were charmed by his benignity and every- 
body that met him became his partisan. And 
in misfortune he was more interesting 
than ever. And certainly the fall of the 
temporal power had no effect whatever in in- 
juring the prestige of the Pope; he wasa 
prisoner; he could not walk in the streets of 
Rome without danger of assassination from 
the rabble which had flocked from all parts 
of Italy. 
which the Government of Victor Emmanuel 
had set aside for him. For the first time in 
many centuries the Pope’s kingdom was 
literally ‘‘not of this world. 

There is no doubt that there were abuses 
connected with the government of the Papal 
States; butthe present government of Italy 
has not made administration so pure that it 
can afford to call names. It was absurd to 
force a venerable ecclesiastic to decide 
whether the ballet should be permitted in 
Italian theaters or not, and to decide that 
green tights were less immodest than pink 
ones. Asa rule, Catholics throughout the 
world were not dissatisfied when the tempo- 
ral power of the popes was reduced; but they 
declared that the popes must have an inde- 
pendent city—a city which should resemble, 
in its political position, Washington or the 
District of Columbia. And Leo XIII. has 
firmly persisted in this claim, supported by 
the Catholic world. 

Leo XIII. was born at Carpineto on March 
2, 18.0. On Jan. 27, 1848, the Pope nominated 
him to the dignity of Titular Archbishop of 
Damietta, and on Feb. 19, following, ne was 
consecrated Archbishop i. p. 1. Lhese letters 
mean in partibus infidelium. That is, that 
the title Archbishop was a mere title; he was 
Archbishop of a see which was partly made 
up of unbelievers. Archbishop Corrigan, 
for instance, while coadjutor to the late 
Cardinal McCloskey, was Archbishop of 
Petra, somewhere in Arabia, his diocese con- 
sisting principally of rocks, The title, how- 
ever, counted little in the case of Joachim 
Vincent Raphael Louis Pecci, It had to be 
given because etiquette required that a 
nuncio to Belgium should be an Arch- 
bishor. What did matter most to the 
thoughtful young priest was the mystical 
grace and the responsibility which the office 
of bishop conferred on him.

The widow of the late John E.Owens,actor, 
has given to the public a volume of 
„Memories which have centered round the 
once conspicuous personality of a gifted 
American comedian. The book is not 80 
bulky. as the autobiography of Mr. Joseph 
Jefferson, and unlike Mr. Jefferson’s book, Is 
inspired by the affection and tender indul- 
gence of one who knew and loved the subject 
in the sincerer and quieter relations of his 


life, 

But regarded as acontribution to the litera- 
ture of the American stage the Memories of 
John E. Owens’’ do not, in any appreciable 
degree, rise above the small beer’’ which 
Mr, Joseph Jefferson so voluminously poured 
out. One must be content to read this book 
with the same indulgent complaisance that 
he would give to a pleasant. entertainment. 
It narrates with a simple and direct volubility 
the comings and goings, the risings up and } 
sittings down of a remarkably genial man 
who amused the public for a term of years. 
It does not attempt tofix his status as an 
artist; it makes no endeavor whatever to 
find Mr. Owens’ place in the evolution of the 
American drama or stage, and it leaves us in 
complete ignorance of what Mr. Owens’ re- 
lations were to the demands of the time and 
the broadening vista of dramatic ,lfterature 
and dramatic exposition. 

The assumption of the author is that the 
public will be interested in the telling of any- 
thing about Mr. Owens. It is a pardonable 
assumption on behalfofan actor, but it is 
liable to the objection in the end that there 
is precious Iſttle to tell. 

Mr. John Ek. Owens occupied for many years 
a conspicuous position on the American 
Stage by virtue of rare abilities as an 
amuser anda rare personal charm as a man. 
He began his theatrical career at the age of 
17 dy becoming a ‘‘super’’ under Mr. Wm. 
E. Burton at the National Theater, Phila- 
delphia. His first speaking part was in the 
character of Peter Poultice in the play of 
The Ocean Child.“ produced Sept. 23, 1841, 
in which he was so successful that he deter- 
mined to stick to the stage, and began to 
make special preparations to advance him- 
self in the business. 

It was Mr. Burton who, noticing bis con- 
scientious efforts to succeed,suggested to him 
the part of Ezekiel Homespun in the ‘‘Heir- 
at-Law,’’ and with his appearance in that 
part begins properly his public career. We 
next hear of him playing at Pearle's Museum 
in Baltimore for $14 a week and rapidly be- 
coming a favorite. This was in 1844, In 1845 
he was engaged to support Mr. Burton in 
Philadelphia. In 1846 he went to New 
Orleans for Ludlow & Smith, and in 1847 he 
began his career as a ‘‘star’’ performer, 
opening in Baltimore in The Poor Gentle- 
man“ and State Seerets. 

He had now played, by way of schooling, 
most of the comedy parts in the stock Eng- 
lish repertory, and no easy discipline it was 
in those days. He was already accepted by 
the public gladly in almost any part on ac- 
count of nis generous personal charm and 
his unmistakable unconsciousness of humor. 
That public was now to form a clearer esti- 
mate of his artistic conscientiousness and 
his dramatic versatility by seeing him as 
Uriah Heep, as Uncle Tom, Dr. Olla pod, Bob 
Acres, Silky in The Road to Ruin, Tony 
Lumpkins, Graves in Money. Maj. De 
Boots in Everybody's Friend,’’ and finally 
in Solon Shingle, Caleb Plummer and John 
Unit, the three roles with which his fame 18 
now ‘identified, 

It was in 1865 that he went to New York 
with Solon Shingle’’ and played it for 100 
nights at the Broadway Theater, and in that 
reat securely fixed himself in public estima- 
tion asthe comedian of the day. The play 
itself was not a worthy one in either a dra- 
matic or literary sense. It was eonventional, 
superficial and even slovenly. But the char- 
acter of Solon Shingle redeemed it, That 
unerring transcript of life was accepted in- 
stantly with a shout of gratification. 

It was indeed the first of those realistic 
portraitures of distinct American phases of 
character which have since been presented 
in Joshua Whitcomb, Col. Sellers and ascore 
of other American plays—with this differ- 
ence, that Mr. Owens made it one of a dlffer- 
entiated group, and most of the later actors 
have been content to settle down toa role 
which offered accidental fitness to their own 
individualities and temperaments. No Ameri- 
can comedian of Mr. Owens’ conspicuousness 
—with perhaps the single exception of Jobn 
Sleeper Clarke—has since his time sus- 
tained with such equal merit three such 
unlike roles as Solon Shingle, Caleb Plummer 
and John Unit. Whenever he stepped from 
one tothe other he not only brought some. 
thing new with him, but, what wasof equal 
importance, he left something behind him. 
They were as distinct as“ three portraits 
painted by three artists. Strictly speaking, 
the feat was never a transferring but a trans- 
forming. It was not said of him, as itis so 
often sald of an actor who has identified him- 
self with a role, that he suggested that role 
in everything that he did. 

This consideration brings him abreast of his 
equally eminent contemporary, Mr. Joseph 
Jefferson, in strong contrast. Mr. Owens 
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tuted character, and we have seen in the 
arama

ality. He virtually said to himself: 
What is the use of trying to be what lam 
not? Let me find out what I am and be that. 
This resulted in the discovery that when off 
the stage he was Josh Whitcomb and all he 
had to do was to remain the same person 
when he wason the stage, in order to con- 
vince the world that he was one of its great- 
est artists. : 

Mr. Owens’ Integrity of purpose in his work 
subjected bim to the dilettante complaint 
that he wastootrue. He would have been 
more acceptable if he had been a little false. 
But we must not forget that the highest 
merit of exposition, when it deals with life, 
is that it harts a little, and this fact of phi- 
losophy and of experience Comes into direct 
collision with the sstheticism that goes to 
the play-house to get away from the trata 
and not to be disturbed with facts. 

Some refiection of the false view which 
most people take of dramatic art is felt in 
this book, which lays loving stress contin- 
ually upon Mr. Owens’ genial and jovial da- 
ture, as if that were a factor in the profes- 
sional estimate. The fact is that he touched 
the highest point of his career as an artist 
when this enjoyable characteristic was lost 
sight of. He appeared to have had a con vic- 
tion that his public exhibition and qualities 
had no special reference to his lovable quaH- 
ties asa man, thatthe ‘accidents of his or- 
ganic make-up were of less consequence than 
the creative endeavor which could overcome 
them. 

There was, let us believe, something more 
in Mr. Owens than geniality and joviality, 
for these are not strenuous and constructive 
qualities in serious endeavor. Those actors 
of our era whose remaining fragrance is 
geniality had very little else to recommend 
them to the attention of posterity. The actor 
who is best worthy of our serious attention is 
the actor who has something to sayand is 
determined to say it, and not the actor who 
will say anything that the public wants. This 
fact brings him into line with all other 
He refuses to 
be the shuttlecock of ever-shifting public 
mood and will, not relegate bis consctence to 
the boys In the gallery. 

Mr. Owens was in his work much nearer to 
the normal heart of the. people than is Mr. 
Jefferson, notwithstanding his greater in- 
flexibility of purposes. His Caleb Pilum- 
merhad some common chords init which 
Mr. Jefferson cannot touch. Their vibration 
was not only broader and truer, but their 
cadence sunk deeper. His Solon Shingle had 
the merit of areality, not filched from the 
village street, Dut condensed from a whole 
people. It stayed in the, recollection like a 
new strain of music, His Join Unit over- 
reached the play of which it was an Integer 
with a national significance. 

It is not possible to dispatch such an actor 
with reference to his kindly heart and gener- 
ous Gisposition. He had some relation to 
the stage in America, and exerted some m- 
fluence on public taste. He won distinction 
squarely by the exercise of admirable quali- 
ties. He achieved success without falling 
into subserviency. He is entitled to a place 
in our small pantheon of the stage, because, 
being a man, he became an artist. (John

It is not merely the insults under which the 
actor writhes, but the very reverses and af- 
flictions that burden his life that excite the 
cruel hilarity of the funny man. In the 
comic papers, as too often, 
fact, the- actor is continually being rotten- 
ezzed by audiences and buffeted by man- 
agers, or (most frequent jest of all) his com- 
pany goes to pleces, his salary is unpaid, he 
is left stranded withoutacent and forced to 
walk home.
